jobs con­ 
tained in a $5.5-bill ion author­ 
ization 
m easure 
cleared 
to 
President Ford yesterday. 
The bulk of the money in the 
supplemental 
legislation, 
$2.75 
billion, is for extra unemploy­ 
ment compensation payments. 
The authorization legislation 
now at the White House extends 
unemployment compensation to 
persons 
not 
covered 
by 
the 
existing 
programs, 
including 
domestics, farm 
workers and 
government employes. 
The House also passed a sup­ 


plemental appropriations m eas­ 
ure carrying $4 billion for the 
job program and for supple­ 
mental 
unemployment 
com­ 
pensation benefits for the job­ 
less. 
The Senate is expected to act 
on this money bill promptly.

Committee approved it Wednes­ 
day night. The House is ex­ 
pected to take final action to­

Interest bill hits new snag

(AP)—The Missouri Legislature 
adjourned today until after the 
new' year without taking final 
action on a measure to hike the 
state’s 8 per cent interest ceil­ 
ing, among the lowest in the 
nation. 
The action came after m em ­ 
bers of the house, attem pting to 
reverse heavy opposition to a 
provision of the bill that was 
believed to exempt agricultural 
real estate loans from the pro­ 
posed new' 10 per cent ceiling, 
returned the measure for fur­ 
ther negotiations. 
Although the members of a 
joint conference committee met 
and appeared near to smooth­ 
ing out provisions objected to 
by many house members, both 
cham bers adjourned until Jan. 


6 so their m embers could have 
tim e to study the new com­ 
promise. 
Both houses will then have 
only two days to consider the 
revised pro posal since the spe­ 
cial session must end by Jan. 8. 
The third m eeting of the con­ 
ferees followed refusal by the 
full house to take a final vote 
on an earlier agreem ent late 
Wednesday. 


The House stopped debate on 
the bill, boosting the interest 
ceiling to 10 per cent and per­ 
mitting a maximum charge of 
two points on home loans, in 
the midst of strong opposition 
to two sections.

Sixty-two members of Con­ 
gress, including eight Republi­ 
cans, have signed a petition 
asking that the increases be 
abandoned. Rep. W.R. Poage, 
D-Tex., chairman of the House 
Agriculture 
Committee,

mittee would review the pro­ 
posed regulations. 
The food stamp program, ad­ 
ministered by the Agriculture

provides

ment financial support for the 
purchase of food.

regulations, 
food stamp recipients pay be­ 
tween 16 per cent and 30 per 
cent of their monthly income to 


buy the coupons, which can be 
used in lieu of cash to purchase 
food at most supermarkets.

or more net monthly income 
will 
have

stamps at the maximum rate of 
30 per cent starting March 1. 
An individual making $209 a 
month pays $36 for food stamps 
worth $46 in a store. If the rate 
is increased to 30 per cent of 
monthly 
income, 
the stamps 
would cost $62, but still could 
purchase only $46 worth of gro­ 
ceries and would thus not be 
worth buying. With the stamps 
costing 30 per cent of an indi­ 
vidual’s income, anyone earn­ 
ing more than $153.33 would 
pay more than $46 for $46 in 
coupons.

THE MIDDLE EAST 
Israel has now publicly confirmed her open secret: She 
has the “know’how,” in the words of her scientist- 
President, Ephraim Katzir. to build nuclear weapons. 
No one should be surprised at this. A country in obvious 
peril to its very existence will spare no effort to develop 
any weapons which will increase its chances of survival. It 
must be assumed that Israel can and will employ nuclear 
weapons whenever she concludes that her survival is 
threatened. 
This is sometimes called the “Samson Complex.” As a 
last resort Israel will pull down the temple walls upon 
herself and her enemies. Except that in this case Israel is 
hoping that the implied threat of such suicidal action will 
make it unnecessary ever to have to go through with it. 
There is a hint of the same philosophy in South Africa. 
All of which does make a peaceful solution to the Arab-

devastating nuclear war is clearly present in the Middle 
East. President Katzir’s statement lends it emphasis. 
Evidently one more major diplomatic effort is to be made 
in the coming weeks to get negotiations going again. 
Success will be impossible without concessions by both 
sides. The Arabs know, or should know, war with Israel is 
no easy affair. They know in their heart of hearts what 
would have happened if the 1973 war had continued much 
longer. Israel knows, or should know, that she cannot base 
her security forever on a maintenance of the status

The task of the U.S. as mediator will be to deal with 
these realities, and to resolve the differences of opinion, 
despite the fact that both sides view their positions as 
morally right and heaven supported.

Where did these customs begin?

Santa Claus has been a gen­ 
tleman of divers personalities and 
garb down through the ages, but 
his present appearance is almost 
exclusively American. 
Brought 
to the New World by Dutch im­ 
migrants who knew him in the old 
country 
as Saint 
Nicklass, 
a 
bénéficient 
bishop. 
He 
has 
changed his countenance, stature 


and dress more than once since 
then. 
In New York at the turn of the 
18th 
century, 
the 
old 
fellow 
resem bled 
F a th e r 
K nicker­ 
bocker, in three cornered hat, wig 
and breeches. In 1809, Washington 
Irving was describing him as a 
chubby little chap with a jolly air. 
Santa Claus, however, probably 
owes more for his present ap­ 
pearance to a New York professor 
of theology who wrote a poem in 
1822 that has become a Christmas 
Tradition in itself. The clergyman 
was Dr. Clement Clark Moore, 
and the poem, “A Visit From St. 
Nickolas", d e sc rie s the kindly 
Saint much as we know him now. 
Later on in the 19th century 
Thomas Nast, artist-creator of the 
GOP elephant, the Democratic 
donkey and the Tammany tiger, is 
said to have drawn the first 
cartoon of Santa Claus, replete 
with ermine-trimmed red coat 
and cap and reindeer-powered 
sleigh 


The very first Christmas tree 
ap peared 
in 
literatu re 
in 
Strasbourg, 
France, 
in 
1604, 
although legend credits Martin 
Luther with establishment of the 
custom some years previously. It 
late spread to Germany, where it 
was incorporated into the coun­ 
try’s Christmas tradition and is 
said to have been brought to 
E ngland 
by 
Prince 
Albert, 
German consort of Queen Vic­ 
toria. 
The yule log is a throwback to 
the Druids, ancient priests of 
Germany and the British Isles. 
These bearded elders celebrated 
a 
festive season each winter 
called Houl or Hioul, during which 
they burned a sacred log. 
How sacred it was can be at­

Only clean hands 
could touch it; if it went out

This 
figure is part of a fire survey 
sponsored jointly by the U.S. 
Consumer 
Product 
Safety 
Commission and the Commerce 
Department's National Bureau of 
Standards. 
The purpose of the survey was 
to develop for (be first time a 
statistically accurate estimate of 
the extent of the fire problem in 
American 
households 
Of the 
5.575.000 personal property fires, 
4.547.000 were started in the home 
and the remainder occurred in 
vacation 
homes, 
automobiles, 
boats and other buildings on 
private property. 
The survey also revealed that 
326.000 people were injured in 
fires during the year, and of that 
number, 141,(KH) were injured in 
residential fires. Property loss 
was estimated to be $1.5 billion, 
involving 2.4 million fires. In 2.9 


million incidents, no losses were 
reported. 
The leading ignition source was 
found to be appliances, in 3,474,000 
cases, 
including gas stoves
